The two, with four comrades, had been trapped in 


the food bunker when retreating Germans dynamited the 
entrance to prevent advancing Russians from entering. 
The six soldiers had sneaked in to pilfer supplies.

There were plentiful supplies of food, wine, tobacco 


and other stores. A hoard of candles lasted until two 
years ago. Since then the survivors had lived in .total 
darkness. 


Water for drinking seeped through cracks in the

Shortly after entombment one of the soldiers com- 


mitted suicide, another took his own life a lew weeks 
later and two others died of illness.

With three quarters of the vote 


in yesterday's national elections 
tabulated, DC Gaulle's rally of the 
French people (RPF) had won 
J07 assembly seats and had run 
up an impressive total of 3,137,- 
599 votes of the 15,000,000 counted 
up to noon in unofficial tabula- 
tions. 


Reds Still Lead 


In terms of popular vote the 


Communists still were out in 
front, but the Red party was, los- 
ing many scats. At the three quar- 
ter mark the Communists-had 96 
seats and seemed on the way to 
losing as many as 60 of the seats 
they held in the old parliament. 
But in popular vote the Com- 
munists were out in «front as a 
single party, with 3,844,729, or 
25.76 per cent of the 15,000,000 
votes counted - up to noon. This 
was a little behind their popular 
vote showing in the last election 
in 1946, when their vote was 28.6 
per cent of the total. 


Despite 09 
Gaulle's strong 


showing in this election, watched 
throughout the world as one as- 
pect of the East-West war of 
Ideas, his party did not appear to 
be running up the total in as- 
sembly scats which it had expect- 
ed.

the. total force of all the bombs, 
sheils and bullets fired in World 
War II and the procession of other 
conflicts back through some 700 
years or more. That force can be 
delivered now, against one country, 
in a matter of only hours or days, 
if the military planners are correct 
in their estimate. 


Responsible arimen do not say 


this instant retaliation with atom- 
ic weapons would produce instant 
capitulation of Russia. But they 
do believe obliteration of key Rus- 
sian government and industrial 


targets and destruction of indus- 
trial manpower would so shatter 
the war-making system of Russia 
as ot make her helpless to stop 
advancing allied armies and navies. 


Recent Talks 


Significantly, the sober, serious, 


bchind-doors talk among military 
men of the vastly enhanced de- 
structive power in American hands 
has come within fairly recent 
months. 


Equally significant is the fact 


these men are wholly cognizant 
of Russia's own success in pro- 
ducing at least one atomic explo- 
sion and the probability 'that she 
now is manufacturing bombs. Mili- 
tary leaders have warned publicly 
that the United States should ex- 
pect that some Soviet bombers 
would 
get through the defenses 


and drop some bombs on American 
cities. But it is apparent they be- 
lieve the measure that would be 
paid back would be so full, so com-

'Clear and Present Danger' 
Still Guide for Free Speech 


It is being said by some earnest men that the Supreme 


Court has seriously abridged free speech in upholding the 
conviction of the 11 top U. S. Communists. 


The issue at stake is fundamental to American freedom, 


and none of us dares pounce upon the sincere doubters as 
if their disagreement throws them automatically into -the 
category of subversives. 


At the start we have to remember that- freedom of 


speech never has been pure and absolute. You may not 
recklessly defame your neighbor, you may not incite to riot, 
you may not libel in the public prints. 


In 1940, congress passed the Smith act, which added an- 


other restriction. That act declares that you may not teach 
or advocate the overthrow 'of this government by force or 
violence. Until now it has not been tested'in the high court. 


Overt action aimed at overthrowing the government has 


long been guarded against by the courts. The late great 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes set forth the guiding princi- 
ple: the government may move to stop or to penalize any 
act which represents a "clear and present danger" to the 
state. 


The Smith law is in effect an extension of this principle. 


It placed "teaching and advocating overthrow" in the same 
class with overt action toward overthrow. 


The Supreme Court, by a 6 to 2 margin, has declared that 


extension legitimate. It has said, in other words, that men 
who teach and advocate the overthrow of our government 
can represent just as distinct and immediate danger as men 
who are about to pick up guns in revolt. 


If you read even a small portion of the trial testimony 


in the 11 Communists' case, you can conceive why they 
might conclude thus. The testimony established beyond 
doubt that Communist leaders in this country teach a ruth- 
less scientific technique of revolt and sabotage, and that 
they teach it with the intent that it shall be used. 


As Cheief Justice Vinson observed in his majority opin- 


ion: "It would be... wrong to treat it (the conspiracy) as a 
seminar in political theory." The teaching and practice of 
communism is no mere exercise in ideas. It is highly re- 
fined planning and preparation for revolution. 


By the same token, in a very important sense every Com- 


munist is an agent of the Soviet Union, since the allegiance 
of the U. S. Communist party to the Kremlin also was well 
established by the trial. The difference between a Russian 
spy and a full-fledged party member is only one of degree. 


Consequently, the question is: At what point in the de- 


velopment of this conspiracy may you move in to disrupt it? 
Must you wait until men are about to,pick up guns against 
the government? 


In the Smith Act, congress said "no." 
It said you may 


curb the revolt in its formative stages, for to delay too long 
may be to give too much advantage to highly trained, iron- 
disciplined professional revolutionaries. 


The Supreme Court now endorses this view. It says in 


effect that it is naive, foolish and downright dangerous to 
look upon the activities of the Communist party as the rea- 
sonable doings of a legitimate political party. It labels the 
party—properly—as a society of practicing revolutionaries. 


The court does not believe such men and such a party 


can rightfully cloak their conspiratorial plotting with the pro- 
tections of the U. S. Constitution. The free speech Com- 
munists now demand for themselves, would die the day they 
came to power.

the soap powders I have used. My 
.doctors claim there are many peo- 
ple with the same difficulty. But 
how Is one to know which of these 
soaps to shy away from?

are so many on the market. 
I 


think it is a shame that people 
with the pres*ent-day cost of liv- 
ing have to be subjected to the 
additional unnecessary doctor bills 
because one soap concern tries to 
outdo the next one. 
What can 


you suggest?"

mouthful. But it isn't fair to put 
all the blame on the soap com- 
panies because, after all, we must 
keep clean. Apparently there are 
two kinds'of skin difficulties which 
may come from soap, one which is

other sensitiveness to some sub- 
stance 
(usually trade 
secret) 


which is present in a particular 
brand. In general sensitivity one 
has to avoid all soaps. Many of 
the soap companies themselves 
put out other chemical detergents 
which are cleansing, but not irri- 
tating to a soap sensitive skin.
